Infantry, into position in the front 
line trenches up in the Bath Lemont 
Sector under the cover of darkness 
lo relieve the French, with

were brigaded, and 
returned 


about fifty yards to the rear or sec- 
ond line trenches to report his dis- 
positions to his company when the 
Germans put down a box barrage 
followed by the first raid upon Ame- 
rican troops. 
Within two minutes 


after the, raid started he was back 
with his men. .Three minutes more 
and the .Germans had 
withdrawn 


taking .eleven prisoners with them. 
It was then he found three of his 
jncn, Enright, Gresham and Hay ly- 
ing dead on the scene of en.-ounter. 


"As soon as the Hosch put down 


'their box barrage upon the section 
of trench occupied by my platoon." 
Lieut. De Camp explained, "I knew 
something was up and that my place 
was with my platoon. I started for- 
ward from the -company command 
post but a shell landed hi the com- 
munication trench just ahead of me 
and it was two minutes before I 
could extract myself and go ahead.

He wears 
a service ribbon with stars for five 
major engagements during the World 
•War and five citations liy the French 
He was awarded the Distinguished 
.Service Cro.-Js by the American Gov- 
ernment and the Croix De Guerre 
with four -citations by the French. 
He was a lieutenant in the Regular 
Army until 1921 when he resigned 
to accept a position with an Indiana 
firm.
